“AS long as I am on the bench 
I shall refuse to fine a doctor in 
such a case.”

Dr. Bunje told the Magistrate 


that there were seven-doctors-in-

five cars. Invariably they (the 
doctors) did not come down to 
their office until 11 am. by which 
time .the car stand was full. 
Peoplaeft thelr-cars on the stands 


all day and doctors who had to 
be about quite a lot during the 
day had no chance, | 

On the day mentioned in. the 
summons he (Dr. Bunje) had an 
emergency case to which he might 
have been called out at any mo- 
ment and therefore he had ta have 
his car handy. When he came 
down to town in the morning he 
had driven around looking -for a

SAYS TRANSACTIONS WERE 
MERE GAMBLE 


SHANGHAI LITIGATION 


The last litigation arising out of 
default on the find! settlement day 
of the year of the Shanghai Stock 
Exchange, was decided on February 
6 by Judge G. W. King, 0.B.E., in 
the British Supreme Court in 
favour of the plaintiff Julius 
Rosenfield, who was awarded judg- 
ment in the sum of Tis, 23,237.48 
and costs in his action against a 
cHent, M.E, Solomon, Attorney 


*|Reader Harris appeared for the 


plaintiff. 

Defendant addressed the court 
and said that he had sold Ewos 
short and had lost a lot of money. 
At the time he was an employee in 
a commercial house and tho 
brokers “pestered me to get the 
business.” Defendant sald that he 
did not know at the time that the 
whole serles of dealings on the 
Stock Exchange were “a big gamble 
and I knew the price of Ewos was 
not justified by the earnings so I 
gold them’ and I ask that the judg- 
ment be set aside as the whole 
affair was not a gamble and I was 
innocent.” 


Profit Which He Never Got 

Judge King:—Ah, I see. I note 
here+ that you’ made a deal in 
Shanghai Cottons which netted you 

a profit. 

Defendant:—-Yés, I made. Tls. 
18,000 on Cottons but I never got 
it. It was all in a big gamble 
and I am innocent. I lost the Tls. 
18,000 in other deals. 

Defendant said further that a8 
the whole thing was a gamble and 
“influential brokers ran it, I would 
never get any profit if I made one.” 
to which Judge King took vigorous 
exception as did counse) for plain- 
tiff. 

Defendant:—It is well known 
‘ithat there was wild gaming and 


.|many Innocent people were. hurt. 


I don't seo why I should suffer, 
because it was gambling. Anyway 
I would never have got out with 
a profit. 

Mr. Harris said that in view of 
the statements made by the defen- 
dant he felt it wise, in the interest 
of his client, to produce as evidence 
the contracts and counter-contracts 
of Mr. Rosenfield which would show 
that in no transaction had Mr. 
Rosenfeld acted as: principal. In 
each case he was merely a broker 
and acted as such. His only re- 
turn, from the dealings of the de- 
fendant was in the regular line, of 
commission.

JAPANESE FLOUR 


DROP IN SILVER CAUSES 
DEPRESSION. 


EXPORTERS DISAPPOINTED 


Japanese flour exporters are very 
much disappointed at the present 
unexpected depression of the export 
trade of wheat flour. The extent 
of their disappointment Is great be. 
cause of thelr anticipation of the 
possible coming of rush orders 
from China this year. Shipments 
for China so far this year total less 
than 600,000 sacks, a sharp decline 
of 8,000 sacks from the year 
before. The drop of bar silver has 
told severely on the purchasing 
power of Chinese consumers and 
this accounts for the chief cause 
of the slackening demand, Orders 
are coming but: Japanese ‘exporters 
will lose on the terms offered. by 
the Chinese. 

Heavy Decline 


The tota)] January exports are 
estimated to total about 760,000 


sacks in contrast to 1,000,000 sacks |. 


last year. January is usually the 
month of the largest demand In 
China, as flour is spent lavishly for 
the Chinese New Year by the lunar 
calendar, Exports for February 
are not estimated to total more than 
700,000 sacks, also a drop of 800,000 
sacks from last year. Millers‘ 
hopes to export more than 
10,000,000 sacks this year will not 
be realized under prevalling cir- 
cumstances, They were confident 
of exporting flouy-to that amount 
for 1929 but thift also failed due 


Influence f Silver. 

The exporting kto China. which 
leading Japanese} flour ‘millers de- 
pended upon for®business promo- 
tion appears to, shaken. Such 
factors as the drop .of bar allver, 
China's internal political disturb- 
ances and endlesa’outbreak of anti- 
Japanese boycott:. movements bear 
directly upon tha Japanese’ flour 
trade. Japanese #Mllers well recog- 
nize these but.colmt too much upon f 
the China market: 

The present depression is caused 
solely by the bar silver quotation, 
improvement In which is not ex- 
pected to take place in the near 
future. The prevailing export price 
of Japanese flour ig Y.2.60 c.f. 
Tientsin, a drop of 15 sen a sack 
from thé year before. Stocks of 
Japanese flour in Tientsin are fall- 
ing and are estimated at 800,000 
sacks but even for that the demand 
fa slackening. .

being' left to representatives of tho 
Association of the Relatives of the 
May 80 victims, It was anticipated 
that there would be some disagrec- 
ment over the apportionment of the 
money, particularly among the re- 
latives of the victims.. According to 
the Chinese Press, the trouble hag 
commenced. 


Distributin Of Money 

It is stated that the compassionate 
grant from the Shanghal Munfcipal 
Counci! to the victims of the May 
,80 Incident was handed to Ho Zang- 
sun and Chen Fu-kay, representa 
tives of the Association of May 30 
Victims’ Relatives, and was dia- 
tributed among’ the relatives at the 
offices of the San Pech Steam Navi- 
gation Co. An amount of $2,000 


| -was paid to the families of each of 


the victims killed during the inci- 
dent, $600 to each person wounded 
and $5,000 to each of those who 
have been incapacitated. Those wha 
called at the Company to receive the 
money are all residents of Shanghai. 
Those who have not yet registered 
with the Association have to furnish’ 
guarantors before they can be paid. 

However, states the Chinese 
press, Fu Van-pau, Chen Tih-mel 
and others are not satisfied with 
the distribution for the following 
reasons: | . :

The Colony is not 
papal to the Island; it includes 
a small portion of the matnland on 
the Peninsula of Kowloon and the 
New Territories. The capital of 
the Colony is called Victoria, and 
the extreme length of the Island 
is eleven miles and the breadth two 
to five miles. There is a British 
Governor with a Legislative Coun- 
cil. The Colony is also the head- 
quarters of the South China Com- 
mand, British Army, .and a naval 
station. 
The Peak by’ Night 
From the deck of the steamer the 
city of Victoria is overshadowed by 
arange of hills, called Victoria 
Peak, on which at night scintillate 
hundreds of electric lights, resem- 
bling a glimpse of fairyland. It is 
n sight that is never forgotten—a 
sight that can always enchant the 
oldest resident as well as the new- 
comer. The Island is separated 
from the mainland by a narrow 
strait, which makes an excellent 
harbour the approaches to which 
ifrom the ocean 
green-capped Islets that rival in 
beauty even, the great harbour of 
Sydney. . And even that beauty 1s 
eclipsed by the scenery on the 
Island itself. and on the. mainland. 
_ The possibilities of sight-seeing 
on the part of the visitor are al- 
ways, of course, circumscribed by 
the brevity of his stay in the port. 
With only a day at one’s disposal 
the most must be made of the time 
so as to take in even in a fleeting 
manner as much as possible of the 
local sights. When a stay of two 
or even three days is made, then, 
naturally the visitor can pick and 
‘choose what he would like to bee 
and to omit that which may not 
particularly appeal to him. As one 
man’s meat may be another man’s 
poison, so one type of acenery or 
one place of interest may draw a 
crowd and still’ leave others cold 
and itnpressionless.

How the Finished 
: Article Is Made 


To put it in a nut-shell Cloisonne 
is a kind of fine pottery 
enamelled surface decorated with 
elaborate designs, the outlinea of 
which are formed by small bands 
or fillets of metal, Many years ago 
the Byzantines excelled in this class 
of work, but at the present time 
China leads in Cloisonne Ware. 


The production of a curtain piece 
takes time, and requires very care- 
ful attention in all the different 
stages to produce perfect workman. 
ship. € 


In the first place a design is 
drawn on a thin copper shell (al- 
ready madelled to the desired ob- 
ject—it may be a vase, box or tray), 
and is then outlined with silver, 


gold or brass wire, The shell is 
then dipped in enamel and subject- 
_ ed to.a good firing which holds the 
wire in position, forming the de- 
sign. és 
. The first colours are then appli- 
_ ed, this process is continued ac- 
cording to the. quality of work, 
* aintil such time as'the wired design 
4s filled in with the enamel.

For chairs the tariff is—two 
bearers—16 cents for the first ten 
minutes; 20 cents for a quarter of 
an hour; 30 cents for half an hour; 
40 cents for one hour; and 26 cents 
for every subsequent hour. For 
four bearers the fares are exactly 
double, with the exception that 
every subsequent hour after the 
first is charged 40 cents. 

Jinrikisha charges are: 10 cents 
for 10 minutes; 20 cents for a 
quarter of an hour, 80 cents for. 
half an hour; and 40 cents for an 
hour. ° 


Kowloon and New Territories | 


A reference to Kowloon has 
nlready been made in the third of 
the suggested tours—namely, to 
Castle Peak, Fanling, Taipo and 
Shatin. : ‘ 

A-good afternoon's outing can be 
spent at Kowloon City, omnibuses 
to which run from the Star .Farry 
at Kowloon Point (10 cents fare 
from Hong Kong to Kowloon). En 
route a glimpse is afforded of the 
whole of the Kowloon Bay, with 
Lyemoon Pasa in the distance. 

Eventually the granite wall of 
the old city of Kowloon will be’ 
reached, containing the old-time 
residence of the official representa- 
tive of the Emperor of China. 

There is also a School, for the 
Blind, where dainty articles may 
be purchased. 

Returning by ao bus marked 
“Yaumati” the tourist can alight 
in Jordan-road and spend an enjoy- 
able time in King's Park, where are 
laid out football, tennis, and bowls 
grounds for, various Clubs and 
institutions, 

As an alternative a visit may be 
commended to Kowloon, Tong, 
which Iles off the main bus and 
motor road. in Kowloon, namely, 
Nathan Road. This fs destined to 
be a model settlement and garden 


city combined, . and the self- 
contained houses, each with a strip 
of garden, are a distinct change 
from the row upon row of flats 
which the vehicles. pass in 
‘Nathan and other roads in Kow- 
loon. : 
Lovers of lawn bowls are well 
catered for. Besides the rinks of 
the Club de Recreio at King’s Park 
there are bowling greens at the 
Kowloon Bowling Green Club, in 
Austin Road (off Nathan Road), 
the Kowloon Cricket Club, and the 
Kowloon Dock, Tennis can be had 
at many Club courts at King’s 
Park, at the United Services Club 
(opposite King’s Park), the Kow- 
loon Cricket Club, and the Kow- 
loon Bowling Green Club.

Facts About the 
Colony 


Hong Kong is an island about 
10 miles long and from.2 to 6% 
miles broad, with a total area of 
32 square miles; it les close to 
the mainland, being separated at 
one point by a narrow strait 
(Lyemoon) not more than a quar- 
ter-mile wide, and was firat occupi- 
ed by Great Britain in January, 
1841, and was formally eeded by 
‘the Preaty of Nanking in 1842; 
British Kowloon was subsequently 
acquired by the Peking Convention 
of 1860; ‘und the New Territories, 
being a peninsula in the southern 
part of the Kwangtung province, 
by a lease signed June 9, 1898. 
The whole colony comprises an 
area of about 891 square miles, 
with a population (1921) of 662,200 
(1925, est. 874,420). The non- 
Chinese residents, excluding naval 
and military, - numbered ' 
15,200 (1925, est. 16,600). 

A Free Port 

The capital of the colony is 
Victoria, which lies along the 
northern shore of the island, facing 
the mainland; and between . the 
mainland and the city is the har- 
bour which is one of the finest in 
the world, with a water aren- of 
some 10 square miles... With the 
exception of liquor and tobacco the 
port ig free, and is fortified. It 
possesses excellent locks, capable 

_ of holding the largest vessels for 
the purposes of repair, There is a 
considerable ship repairing and 
construction industry, Shipping 
entered (1923) 26,701,120 tons. A 
railway, of which 23 miles ‘belong 
to the Government, runs from Kow- 
loon to Canton; the length north

The island {s broken ‘in shape 
and mountainous, the highest point 
being Victoria Peak, which is 
nbout 1,820 feet high. -The Peak 
District is a favourite place of 
and is reserved for 
Europeans. . The new Territories 
contain peaks from 1,800 to 3,000 
feet. The hot season lasts from 
May to October, During the win- 
ter months, from November to 
March, the climate is cooler, drier, 
and more invigorating. The aver- 
age daily maximum temperature 
ranges from 87 degrees in July to 


63 degrees in February, and the 
‘average daily minimum tempera- 


ture from 78 degrees in July to 55 
deyreea In February. The average 
annual rainfall is 84 in. of which 
no Jess than 76 per cent. falls be- 
tween May and September, when 
the S.W. monsoon prevails. 

Vast Trade 

Hong Kong ia the centre of a vast 
trade in many kinds of produce, 
chiefly camphor, coal, cottons, 
flour, gunnies, hides, iron and steel 
goods, leather, matches, olla, rice, 
silke, sugar, tea and tin. 

Much encouragement is given by 
the Government to.education in the 
Colony, In 1924 there were 1,079 
schools subject to Government 
supervision, attended by 58,980 
pupils. The University (opened In 
1912) includes faculties of medi- 
cine, engineering, and arts. 

Hong Kong is a Crown colony, 
and its government is administer- 
ed by a Governor, aided by an 
Executive Council of 9 membera,

Children’s Playground 


The question of the supervision

Your Committee were informed in 
June that the question of the Middle 
Roa Playground had been referred to 
the: Playing Grounds Committee, but 

‘as this playground was obviously out- 
tide the terms of reference of that Com- 
mittee, the Association pressed for the 
necessary work to be expedited, and in 
October were favoured with a state- 
ment of the Government's plans for 
this playground, These plans received 
the earnest and carcful. consideration 
of your Committce, and several sugees- 
tions which would in otir opinion con- 
siderably enhance the valuc of the. 
Playground were subsequently | put for-' 
ward. No expression of opinion from 
Government has yet been received on 
these suggestions, but your Committee 
are keeping in touch with the work on 
the site and hope that 1930 will see 
the completion of this urgently needed

Medical Student Sent to 
Jail 


RECKLESS IMPRUDENCE 


Manila, Feb. 13, 
’ Encouraged: by ~ wall-wishers 
mostly classmates at the school of 
nursing, Philippine General Hos- 
pital, Juan Lazo, student nurso 
of the hospital, yesterday ‘started 
serving a sentence of four months 
and:a day imprisonment, ‘after 
Pleading guilty to the charge of 
homicide through reckless {im- 
prudence before Judge Pedro Con- 
cepcion of the court of first in- 
stance, + 

The charge came as a result of 
the death of’a child at the general 
hospital following an injection of 
morphine administered by Lazo. 
Three other children who had been 
pofsoned fn the same manner will 
recover from the effects ‘of the 
morphine, it was stated at the 
hospital yesterday. 

A Quick Warrant 

The prosecution of Lazo, from 
‘the filing of the complaint by As- 
sistant Fiscal Francisco Albert, 
to the pronouncement of the sen- 
tence by Judge Concepcion was 
only a question. of a few minutes. 
Hardly had the tomplaint been 
filed. and-the. warrant... for Lazo’s 
arrest been Issued when the de-| 
fendant showed up in court and 
gave himself up to Fiscal Albert. 
Appearing without counsel, Lazo 
announced that he was prepared 
te plead guilty to the charge. 

Asked if he wanted a lawyer, 
Lazo said he saw no necd-for one, 
adding, “I am sure I undorstand 
the complaint.” He then pleads 
ed guilty and Judge Concepcion, 
on recommendation of the fiacal, 
imposed the minimum penalty. 

In the: -detention cell ‘at the 
Luneta Police Station, where he 
is temporarily confined, Lazo ad- 
mitted to a few loyal friends who 
had followed him there that he 
had “made a mistake” . when he 
administered the Injection. How- 
ever, how ha-made tho mistake 
was still a mystery. to him. 

. Work of Fate 

“It was the work of Fate and 
I have no complaint,” the youth 
sald with tears in his eyes. “Tho 
work of . injecting children 
routine with me. In’ the long 
period I had been doing the work 
I always examined the instrument 
and the substances I used. Last 
Tuesday, -however, ‘was ‘different. 
I think I was ‘not myself and 
something went, wrong.” 

While the principal actor in 
the tragic drama was thus start- 
Ing to pay his penalty at the 
Luneta detention cell, other chap- 
ters’ of the tragedy were being en- 
“At the Philip- 
Pine General. Hospital, doctors 
and nurses were still working to 
save the lives of ‘the three. chil. 
dren who had received the mor- 
phine injections from Lazo. 
Later-in the day announcement 
was made at the hospital that the: 
three children would recover from 
the effects of the poison, although 
they may die of. bronchial- 
pneumonia of which. they were 
suffering when taken to. the hos- 
Pital. 

At the home of her parents at 
614, Callejon Ramirez, little 
Marla Murillo, who succumbed to 
the poison administered by the 
student nurse, lay in state. $ 


. Death Only_Hastened 

The post-mortem examination of 
the body of the girl showed that 
the morphine Injected into her 
only. contributed to hasten her 
death as she would have died 
anyway. : ;

Bolation far the mother, Teodora 
Decina, who. refused . to believe 
that. her. daughter . would have 
died: of tho .dizeage. -

NEW ROME STATION 
Government Control of - 
Politics 


Up to the present broadcasting 
has not made much headway, in 


‘Italy; its development has been 


slow, and {ts popularity atrictly 
Mmited. With the New Year at 
this ie to change. Rome, says the 
“Giornale d’Italia/’ is to have the 
most powerful wireless station in 
Europe, with a transmitting capa- 
city of 50'k.w. per aerial. 
Broadcasting ‘Jn Italy ig controll- 
ed by the “Ente Italiana per le Au- 
dizioni Radfofoniche” (Italian 
Broadcasting Association, which 
has secured the monépoly of the 
service for twenty-five years, and 
has so far established stations of 
moderate power at Rome, Genoa, 
Turin, Naples, Milan, and Bolzano. 
The E.LA.R. is now facing the 
enormous expense of the new high- 
power station in. the capital with 
the help ofthe Government, which 
intends to use /t for broadcasting 
important political news throuyhout 
Italy and to the African colonies. 
A special committee will superint- 
end the general programmes, which 
will be largely composed of: con- 
certs and ‘theatrical itema, A.

"RADIO AT HOME 


Sales Campaign 
Relayed 


Broadcasting is now so firmly es- 
tablished In Europe that it is not 
surprising to learn that the radio 
industry js in a very flourishing 
state. The total number of licence 
holders in Great Britain ia rapidly 
reaching the three million mark, and 
the British Broadcasting Corpora- 
‘tion, which fa now a national In- 
stitution, is developing and expand. 
ing every day. All the British sta- 
tions are Inked with telephone 
cables to each other and to the chiaf 
cities of Europe, enabling them te, 
broadcast to their listeners, con- 
certs from all over the continent, 

These “land-line’, relays’ have 
hitherto only been adopted by tho 
various broadcasting stations, but 
recently a British radio company 
utilised the Post Office telephone 
lines for a-novel and effective rev 
lay to inaugurate their sales cam- 
paign for the coming season. The 
occasion was the trade luncheon 
given by the Mullard Wireless Ser- 
vice’Co., ‘Ltd. tothe leading whole- 
salers throughout the British Isles. 

In order to permit as many fac- 
tors as possible to take part, lun- 
cheons were given simultaneously 
in London, Manchester, Birming- 
ham, Leeds, Glasgow, Newcastle and 
Bristol. 

Unknown to their guests, the Mul. 
lard Wireless Service Company, in 
co-operation with Post Office en- 
gineers, installed a microphone and 
the necessary amplifying equipment 
in London, where the main luncheon 
was to take place, and Hnked up 
with, the six provincial cities by 
telephone cable. In each of the 
remaining cities loudspeaker equip- 
ment was installed, and the lun. 
cheons were so timed that all tho 
guests reached the coffee stage to- 
gether. The chairman in London 
rose and proposd the toast to the 
King, and simultaneously his guests 
all over the country rose with him 
and drank to His Majesty's health.. 
The speeches followed, and by 
means of the loudspeakers the pro- | 
vincial guests were able to hear’ of 
the Company's policy for the. new 
season, a6 outlined. by the ehy 
in London. 

The speeches had to be sent: bvek 
nearly 2,000 miles of telephone line, - 
and through a network of telephono 
exchanges and’ repeater stations. 
In spite of all these ‘complications, 
the speeches were heard with per: 
fect clarity. 

It ia interesting to note that the 
designing of the amplifiers, their 
erection, installation and test-out |. 
with London was.carried out in lesa 
than four daya before the Luncheon 
took place. This is probably a re- 
cord in installing a relay syetem of 
such size, and reflects great credit 
on the engineers. of the Mullard 
Company and of the General’ Post 
Office. !

RADIO SIGNALS | 


New Auétralian Safety 
Device 
“An automatic, radio  signall- 
ing apparatus _invented by 
the engineers of Amalgamated 
Wireless (Australia), Ltd, will 
ensure greater safety for ships 
fitted with the device. The inter- 
national agreement rogarding the 
equipment of small vessels with 
wireless {s not as atrictly enforc- 
ed in Australia as in many other 
countries. Hence there are many 


passenger ships trading both in- 
ter-State and intra-State which 
are not equipped with radio. It 
hag been claimed that the earn- 
Ings of ‘such vessels would not 
justify tho salary of a wireless 
operator or the cost of the. equip- 
ment. It was to meet conditiona 
of this kind that the apparatus 
was designed. The transmitter is 
sturdy. In construction and so 
simple to set in motion that the 
transmission of the 3.0.8. and 
other signals can be sent out by 
any member of ‘the crew, even 
though he may be unable to trans- 


mit morse signals in the ordinary 
way. The apparatus looks on 
first aight like a new kind of 
phonograph. There are knoba 
for the releasing of discs on which 
the signals to be transmitted aro 
engraved. When these discs, are 
set, they are caused to rotate, 
The motor, which is wound by 
hand ag is that of a photograph, 
runs for about 16 minutes for one 
winding. On one.of the discs the 
International 8.0.8. signal and the 
name of the ship are’ permanent- 
-ly engraved, A’ second dise can 
be set in three minutes, giving 
the latitude and longitude of tha 
ship, or this can be altered to 
give the position of the vessel ag 
‘shown, on 4 special chart... The 
signala are’ transmitted automa. 
‘tically on a wave-léngth' of 600 
‘metres—that, fixed by inter. 
pnational law for the transmissio. 
fof 8.0.8. signals by vessels a 
sea. After the first measage, with 
its ‘preliminary warning. signal, 
has been sent out, the device au- 
tomatically registers a delay 
period to permit vessels within 
receiving distance of the 
call to communicate with each 
other and organise assistance, 
The distress calla ara then repeat- 
ed at-reguiar intervals.
